The ministerlal crisls which has been lm-
pending in Parls for some daya has at Iast re-
sulted in the breaking up of M. Ollivier's
Cabinet, M. Buffet; Minister of Finance, hos
thrown up his portfolio, and it 1a expected that
Count Darn, Minister of Foreign Affairs, and
the Marquis de Talhouet, Minister of Public
Worke, will follow his example.

Bullety the Qutgoing Minister of Finnnee,

Louls Joseph Buffet, who vacates the office of
Minister of Finance, was _born at Mirecourt, in
the Vosges, in the year 1818, Until the revolu-
tion of 1848 he was a lawyer, enjoying a lucra-
tive practice in his native place, but was little
known In politics., Ile was, however, quite
popular with the people, and the active part he
took in the events which culminated in the
overthrow of Louis Philippe recommended him
to publie favor, and he was elected to the Legis-
Iative Asgembly for the Vosges by 73,701 votes.
Although an openly declared enemy to goclulism
and inclined to favor the Orleans dynasty, being
opposed to the revolution of 1848, M. Buffet gave
in his adhesion to the republican constitution
and supported General Cavaagnac for the Presi-
dency. On the election of Lonis Napoleon be
acquiesced in the declslon of the people, ard
alter the retirement of M. Bixio nccepted tle
portfolio of Minlster for Commerce and Agri-
culture. As such and as a represeutative in
the Legisintive Assembly his course conformed
to the views of the “party of order;" butas he
refused to adopt the politieal ideas which held
sway at the Palace of the Elysees he retired
from the Ministry, with M. Odillon Barrot, on
the 31st of October, 1840, Re-elected to the
Asggembly from the Vosges, he became ene of
the most conspicuons members in the important
sesslons that followed., In 1850 he was ap-
pointed a member of the committee charged,
with M. Baroche, to consider the project for
electoral reform. After the crisis of 1851,
which preceded the coup d'efal, he re-entered
the Parlinmentary Cabinet as o representative of
the ideas of the majority, but soon after retired
with his colleagues because of his inability to
support the measures of the President. So
highly was he esteemed by Napoleon that, not-
withetanding their dissgreement, some days
following his resignation he was decorated with
the Cross of the Leglon of Honor.

Ujon the final establishment of the second
Empire, M. Buffet withdrew fromi all partieipa-
tion in public affairs, and lived in retirement
nuntil 1869, when he agiln appeared before the
public as a snceeseful condidate for the Corps
Legislaulf. He was electad as a moderate libe-
ral, but 60 tempered his opposition to the Em-
peror that, when the crigis of last December
terminated in the overihrow of the Irresponsible
ministry, he was at once fixed upon by the Em-
peror and M, Ollivier us a member of the new
minietry. But when pertfolios were first tend-
ered him and Count Napoleon Darn, as the
recognized leaders of the Left Centre, they
declined, and it was mnot untl after
the lapse of several days, and when the effort
of Ollivier te form a ministry was almost on the
point of failure, that they {inally congented. On
Jununary 8, the Jowrnal Gfficiel aunounced the
completion of the new ministry and the appolint-
ment and acceptance of M, Buffet to the Depart-
ment of Finance. Through all the stormy
period whieh followed, M. Bufiet remained in
harmony with his colleagnes until the annonnce-
ment of the determination of the Emperor for a
plebiscitum on the question of liberalizing the
Constitution. The Leit Centre demanded the
inaunguration of these reforms withont an appeal
to the people, but when the question was pre-
gented direetly to the Corps Legislatif on the
Sth of April, the ministerial programme was
sustained Ly n vole of 227 to 43. From that
time rumors of M. Baffet's resignation have
been rife, and it 1s now authoritatively an-
nounced,

M. Magne, hls Probable Successor.

M. Piwrre Mogne, who was the predacessor of
Baffat in the Department of Fioance, will doubt-
less be hiseuccessor. lle was born at Perigenx,
December 3, 1806, He s a self-made man, belug
of what is termed an “obscare” family. In 1831
he was admitied as an avocat, or attorney, aud
was patronized by Morshal Dugeaud. M, Fould
noticed his peeuliar ability, and soon sflerwirds
took charge of his political fortuues. He be-
came a member both of the Uonstituent nnd
Legislative Assomblles, in which bodies he was
recognized as n practical man, althouzh not
much of o debating speech-maler. e retired
to private life In 1848, but was recalled to officinl
position as Under Secrotary of State for Fi-
nanee in 1849, April 10, 1851, he was appoiuted
Minister of PublicWorks, in which oflice he was
very successful durlng three or four years. le
was un able advoeste of railroad extension in
France, and during the interim inspected all the
maln lines already laid down in the empire and
in other countries of Europe, sdopting aad
suggesting Improvements. From 1854 to 1800
lie held to the portfolio of Finance. In 1860 he
was nominated Minister witheut a p rtlollo,
retired from the Cabinet in 1803 In consequence
of o disagreement with M. Fould, and was
named a Privy Councillor in April of the Inst-
named year. In July, 1860, he was agalo called
to the head of the Department of Floance, and
held that position until relleved by M. Buffel in
January, 1870. For a time it was thought that
he would be retalned In the Cabinet under the
new minisiry, but it was found that there were
so many factions in the Liberal rauks to con-
cliinte that it would be neoessary for him to
vacate. If the report that he I8 to re-enter the
ministry should prove true, he will be an acces-

avn o M. Ollivier' foreeq, He Lo su pogoin-

pliehed nnd experienced financier, having origl-
nated and succosafully negotinted nearly all the
greal loans which the Emperor has found necos-
sary to boleter up hia throne,

In December, 1852, he was appointed s Sena-
tor. In 1851 he was made a commander of the
Leglon of Honor, subsequently a grand oflicer,
and in 18564 received the grand cross, Daring
bis absence from Paris at one period the Em-
press Eugenie visited him and found him feeding
n brood of chickens.

The following lotter, which M. Magne ad-
dressed to M. Ollivier In January last, will
explain the elrcumstances, in outward appear-
ance at least, under which the former left the

minlstry, and the spirit in which he will re-enter
t—

The Artillery School Exnminntion—A Senrch-
lul.llrdﬂtl-—lic-nlll of General Grant's Fore-
slght.

Fourress Moxunor, April 9 —The annual
examination of the lleutenants and non-com-
missioned officors who have been under in-
struction during the past year at the Artiilery
Schowl of the United States Army commenced
at Fortress Monroe on the 1st instant, and Is
now progressing,

The examination Is conducted by o board of
artillery and ordnance officers, presided over by
Major-General Burry, the commandant of the
school and of the post of Fortress Monroe.

The examination is very thorough and search-
ing. Each officer is called up to the blackboard
in truo West Point fashion, and is there required
to demonstrate some proposition or problem
relativg to the subject on which he Is being ex-
amined. He is closely questioned over the whole
range of the subject, abd I8 made not only to
stnie the facts and dicta of the text, but also o
give the reasous for them,

The subjects which are the course of study at
the Artillery School are military, constitutional,
and international law, military history, military
engineering, ordnance and tgnnnery. and the
ttudy and actunl practice of the drill service
snd mechanical manwuvres of every variety of
aitillery used in the United States service.

The examivation in this last-named sabject
conkists in easoh lieutenant being required to
drill & gun-detachment with each’l\-ind of gun;
to perform the numerous mechanical operations
of mounting, dismounting, and transporting to
other portions of the fort the guus and their
carriages, and to give the names and uses of all
the pumerous implements, equipments, and
geparate parts appertaining to them,

‘hat the examinstion is very thorough ma
Le tuken for granted, when it is stated that cac
officer is about three hours on the stand.

At the close of the examination n parchment
cert ficate, signed by the commandant and by
all the mstructors, is given to each officer who
asses the ordeal of examinalion successfully,

_aet year General W. T. Shefman, General of
the army, came from Washington to Fortress
Monrce for the express purpose of delivering
these certificates or diplomns, On that oceasion
lie spoke charneteristic words of commendation
of the school, and of eéncourngement to the
young officers who were then about to graduate.
This year it i expected that both General Sher-
man and the Secretary of War will show their
continued confidence in the echool and its ob-
jects by coming to Fortress Monroe for the same
pnrimsc.

The Artillery Bchool {8 the creation of Gene-
ral Grant, who, when Beeretary of War, avalled
bhimzelf of the opportunity to supply, by Its
establishment, a want long felt In the artillery
arm of the service. The gchool has now been
in existence for two years, and is iul!f' Justify-
ing the hopes and expectations which Mts
warmest friends hoped and predicted for it. Its
success is due In » great measure to the per-
sonal efforts of its worthy commander, General
Barry, who is one of the mosi accomplished
artillery oflicers in the service,a strict discipli-
narian, and who gives the mattier his undivided
attention.

The academic year cloges on the first of May,
and the officers who have been under instrue-
tion, and who pass their examinations success-
fully, are sent to their respective reglments, A
new detall of officers from each of the five regi-
menis of artillery arc then ordered to report Lo
General Barry nt Fortress Monroe for the next
yvear's courege of instruction.

There can be no question of the fuact that the
artillery of the army, and the whole army itaelf,
is grently beneflted by the work and results of
the Artillery School.

Burnlug of the Stenmer Kennebee,

The steamer N. P. Banks, of the Norfolk and
Yorktown line, arrived heve at 4 P, M, to-day,
and reports the burning of the steamer Ksune-
bee at the Gloucester 'olot wharf this morning.
From Captain McCarrick and Mr. Trower, the
mate, we learn the following particulars:—The
Kennebee was from Baltimore bound to West
Point, York river, with a cargo of frelght and
pasgengers.  Bhe arrived at Gloucester Polut
about daylight, and while the crew were dis-
charglng some freight, s fire was discovered

roceeding from the vielnity of the boller.  All

iande were at once ¢alled to extinguish it, but
g0 rapldly did the flames spread that It was with
difficulty the passengers conld be saved.

Onpe of the men informed ns that it ald not
goem to him more than five minutes after the
plarm was given until she was one sheet of
flame from stem to stern. The passengoers were
noable to gave auy of their baggzage, and some
of them bad to come ashore in their night-
clothes. The Kennebee was a side-whesl
sleamer of about 800 or 900 tons, and ran from
Baltimore to West Polnt in connection with the
Richmond and New York River Rallrond. B8he
burnt her lines, and drified off on the flats,
where her hulk now lies, burnt to the water’s
edgo.

Another futal explosion of nitro-glyveerine oe-
curred on Friday afternoon, on the Hackensack
meadows, at the ruins of the glycerine works of
T, I'. Bhaliner. A few weeks ago explosion
at this place destroyed the lives of tonr persons
and reduced the faciory to ruins, Thousands of
pounds of the cxvlmlvu substance were con-
sumed at the time, but there remained in one
quarterof the yard lo which the factory stood
u quantity that remained unexploded. The work
of removing the debris aud clearing the ground
was commenced a few days ago, and has given
employment 10 & number of workmen, Yester-
day nf’wrnmn two of these wmen, father and
gon, were removing a lot of the glycerioe, when
it exploded, killing them instantly. Thelr
bodies., which were thrown to s great distance
from the epot where they were standing, were
borribly mangled. They were removed by the
other workmen to an adjacent house, and Jus-
| tee Miller, of Englewood, was notlfied to view
. Wi¢ bodige and Deld an juguest. This last

end Hlustration of the dangers attending the
use ol nitro-glycerine has aroused the people to
a realization of the peril In which they were
placed by the existence of the factory In the
community, and it is probable that the rebulld-
ing of the works, which was eald to have been
contemplated by the proprietors, will not be
eflected.

STRANGE—IF TRUE:

The Ken BSerpent Ouotdene-A Hideons
Monster.

The Savannah Advertiser of a recent date
publishes the following startilog narrative:--

A party koming{ to this city from Bouth
Carolina, through Wright river, in a small sall-
boat, manned by three negro oarsmen, has fur-
nished us with a decldediy sensational seeonnt
ol bis adventures with one of the most unheard
of creatures that ever crawlod or floated under
the fiimament of heaven, and nssured us posi-
tively that he has not been deceived by nnr
freak of fancy or undpe exeltement of mind.
Our informant, on the mornlng of the 2S5th,
{ »w ards noon, as he tells us, when about half a
mile from Wright river, a stream mergliog into
the Savannah, two miles above Fort Palaski,
with his negro men pulling quletly alonﬁ near
the shore, the slight-bullt craft was suddenly
sud without any premonitory sign lifted up, as
by some immense roller, throwing the crew out
of their seats and ecompletely scaring the life
out of them, The shock was so sudden that
danger existed for a second of the boal tarning
over, but luckily It righted again and sank hack
into the water, which foamed llke breakers.
““Hut,” eaye the hero of the adventure, 1 did
not heed the danger around me in this respect
nor the grovelling fear of the men with me, for
[ could not, if life was at stalie, bave taken my
eyes awny from the hideous creature that had
caused all the commotion, and wns makiog its
way lazily out of the river into the long rushes
on the bank.

“Never before had I anticipated such a mon-
strogity, nor do I ever wish to see nnother. A
creature almost indescribable, though It gene-
ral appearance I8 fixed in my mind’s eye too
indelibly for pleasant afterthought. The beast,
fish or reptile, whatever species of God's crea-
tion it might be classed under, was of o tawny
pﬁ'ccnlah color, growing more definite towards
the head. The body of the creature was seal-
shaped, apparently twenty feet long and as
thick as the earcass of the largest-sized elephant.,
From this trunk sprung forth the most remark-
able feature of the phenomenon, a long, curved,
swon-like neck, large enough apparently to
huve taken a mun in whole, terminated by a
head and jaws similar to that of an lmmense
bon constrictor, the eyes flshy, vet possessing
ferocity enongh in their expression to make a
man tremble. The back of the beast was
deeply ridged, the ridges runuipng from the
bage of the neck to the extreme end of the tail,
and several inches deep. An immerse tall,
shaped something like an alligator’s and three
times longer, so it geemed, than the body com-
pleted the towt ensemble of this wonderful ano-
maly. The creature navigated by feet, resem-
bling the fore feet of an alligator, and its pro-

ress on land was slow.” “With all this com-
ination of the terrible before me,” says our
friend, "'it was not strange that 1 trembled, but
before the frightened men bad time to act, or I
time to advise, the cause of our terror drew itself
across the little island, out of sight, into the
water beyond." ‘It did not take us long to
recover our senses and as quickly leave the
gcene, though the shock to our nerves, and,
indeed, to onr bellef In things possible and im-
possible, precluded anything like hard work.”

The above statement we have from the lips of
the gentleman himself, and, being duly vouched
Ior.hwe have every renson to believe in ita
truth.

MYSTERIES OF COUNTERFEITING,

Testimony of an Expert Now Berving a Sen-
tence In the lodinoa Peolientinry.

The Detroit Fost has the following:—

Ope John B, Trout, who is now serving n sen-
tence in the Indiana Btate Prison, at Michigan
City, was brought here to show that the Johnson
farnily had been in the counterfeiting business
in Indiana {rom 1865 until 1867, at whieh latter
date Trout was sent to prison.

For the benefit of the Court, counsel, jury,
and”spectators;, he entered into a minate de-
seription of the process of engraving plates and
priuting notes, describing the various articles
which had been seized in the ‘ohnson house,
and their varions uses in counterfeiting, But
the most wonderful exhibition of his skill was
in telling the name of the engraver of a plate by
examination of a bill printed from it, He was
thoroughly familiar with the work of all the
engravers, He detected a counterfeit from a
genuine bill at a glance.  He readily designated
as counterfeit an lssue which even the Treasury
Department took as geuuine for some time
betore deteeting as false, the department then
being obliged to cancel the genuine (ssue because
the [alse was go mearly perfect. The United
Statee Marshal has a book contaiuing samples of
all the counterfeits yel lssued. Trout looked at
these bille and told the engraver corréctly each
time with very little examination.

Among these bills were those from plates en-
graved by Boyd and Ulrieh, and other celebrated
counterfeiters, and which are so perfectly done
as to deceive U0 out of every 100 porgons accus-
tomed to the examination of money. Trout
could not describe the process by which he dis-
tingulsbed theee various bills, but characterized
it a5 an indescribable ingtinet. He sald he had
worked off hundreds of thoneands of dollars 1n
counterfeit money while he was engnged in the
busipess, He is apparently about thirty-five years
of nge, and seems to be on the brink of o con-
sumptive'sgrave. Ilis term of sentence does not
expire for two years vet. But he gavs he
does not expect a pardon, though so near death.
He prefers to end his days In prison, and has
made his coffin with Lis own hands., He 18 a
modest, quiet-looking man, and says his appear-
ance slways won him the confidence of those with
wliom he came In coniact, and had much to do
with blg soccess In dlsposing of counterfelt
money, It secing surpriging lhnt anman of his
talent ehould choose to use it in a course of
c¢rime and end his life In a state prison. His
ekill, exercised in a legitimate direction, would
doubitiess have gained him o competency.

Tmportant Nanval Order,
Special Despateh to The Eoening Telegraph.

Wasmixaton, April 11.—The following im-
portant order has been issned by the Navy De-
partment ip the case of a) court-martinl where
unlawful punishments were executed: —

First. At o naval general court-martinl held
on board the United States steamship Ports-
mouth, in the lin{"eo[ Rio Janeiro, Jannary 18,
1870, by order of Rear Admiral Joseph Lanman,
United States Navy, commanding South Atlan-
tie fieet, of which court Captain Stephen D.
Trenchard, United States Navy, was president,
was arraigned and tried Jossph King, ordinary
téenman, United Btates Navy, on the following
charges and specifications: —

Charge first. Violation of article 7, section 4,
articles for the better government of the navy.

Specification first. In this, that the said Joseph
King, ordinary seaman, and serving as such on
board the United States ship Portsmonth, third
rate, on or about the 7th day of May, one thou-
sand eight hundred and sixty-nine, at anchor in
the bay of Rio de Janeiro, Brazl, inelng ordered
by his euperior officer, Lieutenant John Schou-
ler, who at the time was officer of the deck of
eaid ehip, to go aft and take the hoops ount of
the cabin wind-gail, did use disrespectful lan-
gunge to the eald lieutenant John Schoulsr,
eaying, I'm not golng to take seven days on
the black list from a dirty drunken — — like
Mr. Robertson, the executive officer of the
vessel,” or words Lo that effect, and whenjbelng
placcd under the charge of a sentry the
master-at-arms the sald Joseph King, ordrnu.ry
seaman, did say, ‘““There is not an officer on the
ship who 1s not a beach-comber,” or words
10 that effect,

Specification second. In this, that the sald
Joseph King, ordisary seaman, and serving as
such on board the United States ship Ports-
mouth, third rate, on or about the clglu.ﬁ day of
May, one thousand eight hundred and sixty-
pine, sald vessel being then at anchor in the
bay of Rio de Jauneiro, did say to his command-
ing officer, Commander A. A. Semmes, in the
presence of the officers and crew of said vessel,
who were assembled on the guarter-deck to hear
the sentence of a summary court-martial in his
case, ‘‘Hell will not be full until you and old
Roberteon get there;” and a few minutes after-
wards, in presence of Lieutennnt-Commanders
J. C. Roberteson and H. H. Gorring, did nse the

Bpecification. In this, that the said Joseph
King, ordinary seaman, and serving as such on
board the United States steamship Portsmouth,
third rate, on or about the 7ith day of Decem-
ber, 1800, eald veseel being then st anchor in
the Bay of Rio de Janeiro, did, in company with
others, attempt to desert in the dingey of the
United States ship Portsmouth, and did not
desist therefrom until brought to by a shot from
u carbine strikieg one of the oars of the boat.

Charge third. Violation of article 8section 2,
articlesyfor the better government of the navy.

Specitication, In this, that the said Jos. King,
ordinary eeaman, and serving as such on board
the United States steamship Portsmouth, third
rate, on or about the 7th day of December, 1504,
sald vessel being then at anchor in the Bay of
Rio de Janeiro, did when arrested in the act
of desertion from said vessel, brandish a boat-
hook at and otherwise threaten Lieutenant J, E,
Craig and Ensign C. P, Shaw, his superior
officers, who made the arresg, clmhenzlng Lien-
tenant J. E, Cralg to personal combat. To the
first specification of the first charge the accused
pleaded, in bar of trial, as follows:—The ac-
cuged pleads in bar of trinl to the first specifica-
tion of the first charge that immediately after
the date of said specifleation, vis,, 7th of May,
1869, he was tried by a summary court-martial
and sentenced to confinement in double-irons,
on brend and water for thirty days, loss of three
monthe pay, and extra pelice datles for three
months, " and that this sentence having
been carrfed Ino effect he was
fully restored to duty, nor was he informed that
charges were pending agalpst him, aod he
therefore prays the court to dismiss this specifi-
cation to the charge as against the spirit and
letter of naval regulatlons, article 32, section 1.

The Court sustained this plea, and dismissed
the said specification, They did this upon evi-
dence produced In  secret seasslon chu the
court wasg cloged for deliberation, and in the
absence of the aceused. That evidenee should
have been produced only in open court, by the
accused, as part of his ease and in support of
his plea. Thus, while the couclusion arrived at
upon the proof was correct and is approved by
the Becretary of the Nuvy, the mode of lntro-
duclng that proofl wos wholly Irregular and is
disapproved.

To the eecond specification of the first charge
the accused pleaded in bar as fellows: —

As to the second speclfication of the first
charge, the accused pleads that he was tried by
a emmmary court-martial on the Tih of May,
1809, recelved a certaln sentence, which he be-
lieves to have been approved in due form, aud
that, after the finding and senteuce of the court
were publisbhed, he waa punished in addition to
the sentence of the court as follows: —

On the morning of the 8th of May he was con-
fined In the launch of the Portsmonth, his feet
froned to a ring-bolt, his hands In irons exposed
to the burning rays of the sun, and was foreed
to remain in this position without food or drink
until towards evening, when heé was tauken from
the launch to the berth deck of the ship, and
thero gngged and confined In asweat-box of such
dimensions that it was Impossible to sit down in
it. In addition to the il ventilation of the

Jace, which he was not allowed to leave, a
{:uckul wae placed in the sweat-box for purposes
of natore that wag emptied but once In the
twenty-four hours. His health was affected to
guch an extent that it was thought expedlent he
ghould be put upder medical treatment, and he
was 80 treated, still remaining in confinement;
and the sentence baving been carried out, he
was fully restored to duty, nor was he Informed
that charges were Ecndlng agninst him, and he
therefore prays the court to dismliss second
gpecification to the first charge, as sgalost the
spirit and lester of naval regulations, artele 42,
section 1.

The Court overruled this plea, and thereupon
the aceused pleaded not gullty Lo sald specliicas
tion, and nol gullly to charge frst.

To the specification of the second cliarge the
accused pleadedin bar as follows: —To the spect-
fleatlon of the gecond charge the accused r onds
in barof trial that article 10, of the act of July
17, 1862, for the better government of the navy,
empowers commauding officers of vessels (o in-
tiict a certain kind and ee of punlahment
upon ofiieers and others under thelr command.

To the specification of the third charge the
accured pleaded In bar as follows:—To the
specifieation of the third charge the acensed
pleade, in bar of trial, that article 10 of the act
of July 17, 1862, for the better government of
the navy, empowers commandiog officers of
vessels to inflict o certain kind and degree of
punirhment npon oflicers and others under their
command.

This power having been exercised Lo the full
extent of the law by Commander A, A,
Semmes, U. 8. N., aud n addition to this, au-
thorized punishment, torture of an illegal kind
baving been inflicted npon the mecused Imme-
dintely after the date of the offense charged in
the specification, as follows:—On the Tthof De-~
cember, 1869, he was confined in double ironson
the berth deck of the Portsmouth, and on the
same evening was made to stand by a reel on the
deck, and his hands being Ironed behind him,
were atlached to an eye-bolt above, and kept
up for slxty hours or thereabonts, daring about
twelve hours of which he was ; he was go
confined for ten days, with the exception of two
periods of twenty-four hours each, and claims
therefore to have fully expiated any offense
he may have been chargeable with at that time,
This plen was overruled by the court. The nc-
cusel therenjron pleaded not guilty to said spe-
cifieation and not guilty to the third charge.

Finding. The court proceeded to conslder of
ite findings upon the charges and specifications
before it, and after full and mature considera-
tion of all the evidence, find in the case of Jo-
geph Kinf, mm"ﬁ scaman, United States
Navy, as follows:—The second speclfication of
the first charge proved, and the court do ad-
judge him gullty of the first charge in a less
degree than charged; that is, guilty of so much
as |5 contained In the following words: “‘or shall
treat with contempt his supenior officer, or shall
be disrespectful to him in lanﬁu&ge or deport-
ment whilst in the exercise of his oftice.”

The specification of gecond charge proved in
part, that is, of all the specification exeept the
wor&s, ‘‘and did not deeist therefrom until
brought to by a shot from a carbine striking
one of the oars of the boat,” and the Court do
adjudge the accused gullty of the second charge.

The specification of the third charge proved and
the Court do adjudge the accused ty of the
third charge,

Sentencs —And the Court do therefore sen-
tence the sald Joseph King, ordinary seaman
United States navy, to be confined in double
frons till an opportunity offers of sending him
to the United States in n United Btates vessel,
when he shall be sent; and during the passage
home he shall be confined in double irons, and
on his arrival in the United States he shall be
confined in such prison or penitentiary as the
Hon. Becretary of the Navy shall desigoate for
five years at hard labor, the time of conflnement
in the prison or penitentiary to count from the
date of the sentence; to forfeit all the pay
which may become due him, amounting to
§U25-09, he being now in debt to the Govern-
ment to the amount of §54:01, with the excep-
tion of €25, to be paid to him on his discharge
from confinement, and at the expiration of ;ﬁn
term of sentence to be dishonorably discharged
the naval service of the United States,

Seeond. It Is apparent from the record of pro-
ceedings Iin this case that Joseph King, the
accuged, had before this trial been severely pun-
ished for the offenses set forth in these cilan.:ca
and specifieations. The circumstances attending
his confinement show that more was done than
merely holding him in costody to await the
action of a general court-martial. Whatever
was extra to legal confinement was punishment,
and thongh sufferings were inflic which no
sentence could lawfully impose, and which were
us illegal and eruel as they were unnecessary to
bis sate-keeping, the fact that the punishment
was illegal and cruel does not deprive him of his
right to plead that punisbment as expiation of
his offense.

The Becretary will not here ecomment upon
the nature of the punishment as set forth in the
pleas of the accused. This is under investigu-
tion, and will be dealt with hereafter as elreom-
stances may require, The fnding and gentence
in this enze are disapproved and set aside for the
Ieta:u:lm that the accused had been already pun-
Ehed.

Ordinary seaman Jogeph King will, on receipt
of this order, be discharged from conflnement
and restored to duty.

in additlon to a fog hoin to be blown ut short
intervals during fogs and thick weather, and
steamers, when there 18 no steam for soannding
the steam whistle ns required by law.

All vestels In the lighthouse service are re-
quired to conform stirictly to the laws of Con-
gresé In regard to the rule of the board for
pussing vessels and corrying lights while under
way and nt anchor. Masters and others neglect-
ing their doties In this regard will subject tnem-
,,nr\-.-_,,, to all the penalties of the law and to dis-
wissal from employment from the lighthouse
service.
